We often hear 


The Greatest of the question pro- 
Holstein-Friesian pounded: ‘Which 
Sires? are the greatest 


sires of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed?” This question 
like many others may depend some- 
what upon the point of view taken 
For Instance, the greatness of a sire, 
or of a dam, may be judged through 
the sons, or it may be judged through 
the daughters. In any case absolute 
accuracy can hardly be reached since 
allowanes must be made for oppor- 
tunity, including the number of years 
of active service and the number and 
average character of the matings. 
However, we may by a comparison 
of known data arrive at fairly ac- 
curate general conclusions. 

If we proceed to compare the sires 
of the breed through their sons, we 
find that only three of the whole 
number have fifty or more sons that 
have sired offitially tested daughters 
These are, De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 
5rd, No. 23260, Hengerveld De Kol 


No. 23102, and King Segis No. 36168. 
De Kol 2d’s “Butter Boy 3rd was 
born March 20th, 1897, and died July 
25th, 1908, at the age of 11 years and 
4 months. He thus had 10 years of 
service and left 74 sons that have 
sired 581 officially tested daughters 

Hengerveld De Kol was born March 
15th, 1897, and died July 15th, 1909, 
at the age of 12 years and 4 months. 
He thus had 11 years of service and 
left 54 sons that have sired 447 of- 
ficially tested daughters. 

King Segis was born Noy. 22d, 1903, 
and died Sept. 12th, 1910, at the age 
of 6 years, 9 months. He thus had 
a little better than five years of ser- 
vice and left 50 sons that have sired 
340 cfficially tested daughters. 

De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d, was 
owned in one of the largest herds 
of the country, while Hengerveld De 
Kol was owned and used in several 
herds and both these sires had 
a period of service double that of 
King Segis. It must also be born 
in mind that the sons of the two for- 
mer sires have had a longer period 
of activity on account of the more re- 
cent birth and death of King Segis. 
These things must all be taken into 
consideration in any estimate. How- 
ever, one fact stands out boldly, viz: 
that no other sire approaches any 
one of these three in the number of 
sons having officially tested daugh- 
ters and the number of the officially 
tested daughters of the sons. 

We herewith append, for ready ref- 
erence, a list of the sons that have 
officially tested daughters of each of 
these three sires, together with the 
number of officially tested daughters 
of each of the sons.

It was 
simply a case of willful murder on 
the part of the railroad as they had 
no right to run a train at the speed 
they were going over a grade cross- 
ing in an incorporated town. Another 
case of railroads failing to keep a 
flagman at a very dangerous cross- 
ing to save a few dollars. 

But this does not bring back my 
dear boy. Harry was twenty-nine 
years old and had succeeded in get- 
ting together one of the finest herds 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle in this sec- 
tion of the state. He was meeting 
with great success and his prospects 
were indeed bright for the future. 

I shall continue the business he 
had so well established and hope to 
be able to carry out in a measure, at 
least the plans he had laid out.

Crumling said she was. She will be

“IT suppose you will not mind learn- 
ing what we are doing out here. Well 
there are three brothers of us and 
we have 1300 acres of land adjoin- 
ing the city of Janesville. We have 
six sets of buildings, but milk cows 
on only three farms. Each brother 
owns his own farm separately. We 
breed registered Duroc Jersey Hogs, 
registered Percheron horses and Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle. Our present 
herd consists of about 100 head of 
milch cows. An interurban electric 
line runs past our doors, so we ship 
our milk to one company. This 
month we received $1.75 per 100 lbs. 
On an average we receive not less 
than $1,000 per month. 

“We raise some small grain of 
barley and oats, some sugar 
and some tobacco, but our main crop 
is corn, we had in 100 acres of sweet 
corn this year, which goes to a can- 
ning factory adjoining our land. We 
get $6.00 per ton for the corn, husks 
and all, and it yields from three to 
four tons per acre, the stalks are put 
in silos and makes good feed for the 
Black and Whites.”
